CLOUD FORMATIONS, 


| What We Know About Them Seems to 
| Be Mainly Guesswork. t 

| Many sciéntixts have told us how 
clouds are made. Most of the text: 
books on pbysival geography tell all 
| about them, but it is all guesswork. 
Clouds are a mystery. It is true they 
are composed of moisture floating in 
the air, but how did the moisture get 
there? 

It is held that particles of molsture 
| fre evaporated from the earth's sur- 
face by the beat of the sun, This 
| moisture does not form into clouds im- 
mediately, Indeed, the passage of the 
moisture from ihe earth to the upper 
air ly quite invisible, It was formerly 
supposed that this molsture was con- 
densed by the cold of the upper alr 
Into rain droplets, which formed the 
clouds. 

But sclentists hold that the tiny par 

| ticles must bave something to’ con- 
dense npon, They used to tell.us that 
the molsture colleeted npou dust par 
ticles to form int6 rain drops, Now

CEREBRATE A BIT 
IN YOUR COOKING 


T js paradoxical: how many women 
complain of work, of how much dis- 
comfort they have to endure, when 
much of this discomfort is unneces- 
gary, In most of our cooking far too 
Sreat a percentage of heat Is unutil- 
ized and goes into the air and thus 
makes the kitchen warm instead of 
sooking the food. There are many fuel 
savers, like the fireless cooker, insu~ 
lated portable oven, hoods for gadirons 
and the steam compartment cookers, 
all of which save fuel elther by con- 
serving it or by cooking several things 
over one burner. 

But aside from these ‘excellent com- 
mercial alds, which every woman 
should invest in as much as her pock- 
etbook will permit, there are methods 
and short cuts which any woman can 
follow at no cost except the use of her 
gray matter, which is often much more 
difficult to use than any other “labor 
saver.” 

First let there be better planning of 
meals. By so doing much unnecessary 
cooking will be avoided. For instance, 
without a plan for several days ahea 
one might decide on mashed potatoes 
today and string beans, and tomorrow 
on fried potatoes and tomatoes. Now, 
with a plan in mind, enough potatoes 
might be cooked at one time for two 
meals. Instead of cooking beans to- 
day and tomatoes tomorrow enough 
beans could be cooked at once to use 
the second time as a cold salad, 
one did not wish to have the same food 
on successive days one day could 
elapse between, when there are good 
storage facilities. 

All vegetabjes can be used hot once 
and cold in a salad, or part in a cream 
sauce, and the second quantity with 
drawn butter only. Similarly the same 
dessert may be varied by placing one 
half in a large mold and using with 
one kind of sauce, and the other half 
in emall molds withmnother sauce, but 
both cooked at once. 

Fish lends itself capitally to this 
idea. First boll a double amount and 
serve one half with a hot egg sauce; 
later on you can use the second half in 
a scalloped form, in a salad or in a 
loaf. The first cooking probably took 
thirty minutes; the second, or “short,” 
cooking, ought to take about fifteen
